The attached Figure, which is incorporated into this Declaration by reference, shows 
the correlation between the degree of swelling and the water absorption. Notably, for a given 
value of water absorption, die degree of swelling ia 100 times lairger. For example, a water 
absorption of 5% corresponds to a degree of swelling of 500% as shown in the Figure. 
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Id other words, the water absorption and the degree of dwelling are defined as follows. 
Water absorption?- [(weight after absorbing water)-(weight after dryiog)/(weight after 
4ying)](%). 

Degree of swelling-{(weight after swcllmgHweight after dryiag)/(weight after 
drying)] X100(%). 

"Swelling" is used if the rate of water absorption is comparatively low. On the 
contrary, "water absorption" is used if "swelling" occurs in which a material absorbs water in 
an amount which is several times its weight.
